It also occurs to me that mostengin 
that are usually subject to five-po: 
are under 250cc's, so there is no im- 
mediate threat to Harley-Davidson. Also 
arises the question of engines that come 
from the factory with more than the 
allowed number of transfer ports?

COMMENT: As far as Cycle News can 
determine, five-porting is illegal in pro- 
fessional racing because of the ирэн 
ing rule: “Тһе manufacturer's crank 
case, cylinder and cylinder heads from 
the approved mode! must be used." Some 
cylinders cannot be 5-ported and you 
have to install another cylinder barrel 
for the five-porting, not the manufactur- 
er's, thereby rendering the machine il- 
legal. All machines in professional com- 
petition must be class-C approved. 

In the Sportsman rule book there is a 
difference. Only motorcycles used in 
Road Races, Dirt Track and Short Track 
events have to be class-C approved. For 
scrambles and hillclimbs they need not 
be. So,a scrambles machine can be five- 


ported, but if you take it to an AMA road 
race, you'd better put it back the way it 
came from the manufacturer.

Action in the motorcycle movement is 
picking up at a tremendous rate, Infor- 
mation is pouring in, 

Motorcycle sport is the new frontier. 
Some of us are so busy coping with the 
flow that we barely find time to ride 
bikes nowadays. Although the financial 
rewards are small, the satisfaction of 
doing right by the way of life that we love 
is worth all the work, ` 

Cycle News circulates about 1-1/4 
million copies a year (combined Eastern 
and Western editions), We estimate that 
there are roughly four million motor- 
cycle enthusiasts in the U.S. A small 
minority, yes, only 2% of the U.S.

After considering the factors of the 
weather, how much time you have, 
whether to camp or stay in a motel, the 
family finances, and last but not least, 
what you feel like doing, we will have 
picked a general destination to suit 
our mood. 

Now comes the problem of selecting the 
exact routing. In these days of high speed 
freeway traffic it is an added safety 
factor to know what routes are needed 
and when, The secret is to know why you 
are going and when you need to be there.

Motorbikes...And More Motorbikes

Cross Your Fingers 


In a hard fought battle before the 
California Assembly Transportation 
Committee,cyclists won a one-week hold 
over of the new Foran Helmet Bill, AB 
654 with a probability that the sections 
requiring wearing of a helmet will be 
removed. However, no bill is down until 
it is out. 

The greatest latitude in time and pro- 
cedure was allowed to those who oppose 
mandatory helmets by Acting Chairman, 
Robert H. Burke, Republican, of Hunting- 
ton Beach, 

Testimony was presented by Barbara 
Dahms of the United Motorcycle Enthusi- 
asts, Ralph Barger and Winston of the 
Hell's Angels and by Sacramento area 
cyclists, Patrick R. Coughlin, Michael 
Berry, Tom Hanlon and John P. Berry. 
Other cyclists were also present who 
did not testify. 

Dr. George Snively appeared in behalf 
of the measure. At one point Barger 
said, ‘‘Dr. Snively wants to put helmets 
on us but he drives a racey little sports- 


car and he doesn’t wear a helmet. ye 
seen him jamming down the highway. How 
about your safety, Doctor?" To which, 
Dr. Snively held up crossed fingers. 

Thanks to Chm. Burke's handling of 
the proceeding as well as abundant time 
resulting from a withdrawal of a number 
of scheduled bills, the hearing was іп а 
spirit of friendly disagreement, The 
committee was first asked to put over 
the bil without a hearing as a bare 
quorum was present, but consideration 
was given to the opponents whohad come 
to testify. 

All aspects of opposition to heimets 
were presented by opponents. The ex- 
periences of other states whoare repeal- 
ing helmet requirements or have had 
them declared unconstitutional were 
cited, as were the limited time that we 
have given the licensing provision to be 
tested without requiring helmets, the rise 
in motorcycle registrations 70,000 in 
1968 (310,000 to 380,000) while the num- 
ber of deaths rose only 7 (319 to 326), 
and the drop in registrations in states 
which have required helmets. 

Assemblyman Wadie Deddeh express- 
ed concern over the decline in the num- 
ber of dealers in several states after 
helmet laws. “I wonder if we might not 
be driving people out of business in 
California if we pass this legislation,’ 
he said, 





When testimony was finally ended, no 
one moved to pass the bill. David Roberti 
suggested amending it to remove 
all reference to maudatory wearing of 
helmets and Foran agreed (for the first. 
time) to make this deletion as an au- 
thor's amendment, 

At that point, Roberti, whose attention 
had been caught by Barger's mention of 
mandatory buying of a helmet along with 
a cycle as a possible compromise, tried 
to put another amendment in which 
would accomplish this, But difficulties in 
writing such a requirement were im- 
mediately obvious and the bill was held 
over to allow time for consideration of 
these amendments, Assemblyman Gon- 
salves opposed mandatory purchase. 

UME asked that provision for setting 
helmet standards remain in the bill 
without any wearing requirements, For- 
an had previously made author's amend- 
ments to place standard setting in the 
hands of the California Highway Patrol, 
rather than in the Department of Public 
Health. 

Final consideration of the bill by this 
committee is scheduled for April 17. 

After the hearing Foran, who was in 
good humor throughout, was joking with 
the opponents, “Were going to pass a 
law,” grinned John F, Foran **So nobody 
in "California has to wear a helmet 
except Sonny Barger!”

WHITING, N.J., Mar. 30—The South Jersey 
Enduro Riders made the big boys cry uncle 
on their very first try. Nicknamed the "Candy 
stripers" for their distinctive red and white 
jerseys, the club, under the watchful eye of 
President Ben Trimble, made the 1st annual 
“Curly Fern” National Enduro a howling 
success. 

And that’s just what the majority of 
entrants were doing. Howling, that is. 
"Impossible," ‘‘unbelievable,” “sheer 
murder," "absolute torture," madness." And 
those were just the printable descriptions. 
(After all boys, this is a family publication.) 

But to the everlasting credit of Trimble and 
the SJER, the riders, almost to a man, voiced 
the opinion that the “Curly Fern" was the 
most well-organized, challenging enduro they 
had ever ridden. 

MORE FOR THE MONEY 


Trimble, who layed out the course, said, “A 


lot of riders were complaining that the - 


"Sandy Lane" National Enduro was so easy 
that it offered no real challenge. So we 
decided to make the “Curly Fern” a little 
more difficult.” And they did! Out of 333 
starters, only 115 finished, and many of those 
were over an hour late.

to Europe to compete in motocross 
events, What we didn't know was that 
Russ was sent to Europe under the spon- 
sorship of Dye and Husqvarna, 


Russ has been riding in England for 
several months in the national events, 
After leaving England, we understand he 
will go to the Husqvarna factory in 
Sweden and spend one month in their 
Racing Division learning all the technical 
techniques to make the Husky interna- 
tionally competitive. 


Also we understand the Husqvarna 
factory will spend part of the time teach- 
ing Russ everything they possibly can to 
improve his motocross ability. He will 
then be sent to compete in some moto- 
cross events throughout Europe for the 
remainder of the 1969 motocross season. 


We’re certainly happy to see thatRuss 
had been given this opportunity, especial- 
ly since he was our 1968 ACA 250cc 
motocross champion. We will be inter- 
ested to see how Russ does in Europe on 
his Husqvarna and how wellhe does when 
he returns to compete in the Inter-Am 
motocross series the latter part of this 
year against some of the U.S, motocross 
champions, 

It should be interesting to see how 
much improvement Russ has achieved 
through the training he is receiving as 
well as the exposure and experience.

About this motorcycle thing. Well now, 
all the old experienced motorcycle riders 
know '*how it is," Those who are not 
concerned with bikes won't read this, So, 
I must be writing this for those of us 
who have bikes but are just beginning to 
become motorcycle riders. 

Riding a motorcycle is really a won- 
drous thing for most people who do it, I 
say ‘‘most’’ because, believe it or not, 
there are a few people who cannot even 
ride a bus without getting into trouble. 

To begin with, forget about terms like 
“esport bike”, “fun bike’ and such at- 

_ tempts to make a distinction between one 
motorcycle or another, Sure they are fun, 
but as soon as you are on a street or 
public road, as far as your environment 
is concerned, a motorcycle is a motor- 
cycle is a motorcycle. Same rules, same 
regulations, same treatment from the 
general public. No matter how ‘‘cute’’ 
the little machine looked while it was on 
the showroom floor, once it is on the 
street it is definitely not a ‘‘toy.’’ 

This writer was introduced to motor- 
cycles somewhat later in life than most 
cycle riders, I felt sorry about that be- 
cause of all the fun I had missed and 
because I can't go around bragging about 
how I rode my trusty old Indian Scout 
cross country in a hail storm. However, 
when I did find out about two wheelers, 
I had reached an age when itis generally 
assumed that you have acquired a degree 
of reason and sanity. (Known in some 
circles as a dirty old man) This, in turn, 
may have had some effect on the opera- 
tion of my throttle hand, resulting in the 
preservation of my health, Despite this 
assumption, I always have the feeling that 
when I climb on my bike I immediately 
become twenty-one years old, and when! 
can't ride like that any more, I'll quit, 


The Motorcycle Scene 


Motorcycling, for want of a better 
term, has so many facets thata complete 
and comprehensive description would 
take more volumes than Floyd Clymer 
has in his library. I leave the intricacies 
of **dirt", desert, and competition riding 
to people who are qualified to tell about 
it. I will try to give my impressions of 
the motorcycle onthe roads and highways 
as seen from behind the handlebars. (One 
has to have learned something in ten 
years of riding). 

In recent years there has been a big 
increase in the number of registered 
motorcycles on our public roads. This 
increase in numbers has brought abouta 
number of conditions, and changes inthe 
“cycle” picture, Some good, some bad. 

The good part, at least as I see it, is 
that the ever-increasing number of 
riders is an indication that in spite of 
automation and all the trappings of our, 
so-called, modern society, there are still 
a lot of us who, in thegoodold American 
tradition, believe that we can think 
for ourselves. 


Create Your Own Safety 


Some of the other effects of the motor- 
cycle “boom” are not exactly on the 
credit side for cycle riders. Onedebitis 
that most of the motorcyclists seen now 
are people relatively new to what they 
are doing, and some of them have either 
brought with them a complete ignorance 
of what is required of them to exist in 
vehicular traffic, or worse yet, they have 
brought with them all the bad habits they 
picked up while operating anautomobile, 

Another thing, the increase in motor- 
cycles has been large enough to bring 
them to the attention of that segment of 
our society which deplores anything they 
don’t understand and wants tomakea law 
against it. The increase has not been 
large enough to make the motorcycle 
commonplace enough toacquaint the pub- 
lic with what a motorcycle really is, 

This results in a situation where we 
have, on one hand, a minority group of 
motorcycle riders who cannotaccurately 
be pictured as super intelligent, super 
law abiding goodie-goodies. On the other 
hand we have the majority group, called 
“сасе drivers” who are in large pro- 
portion a bunch of real **dillys,'" Regard- 
less of arguments or opinions to the 
contrary, it is my firm conviction that 
the average non-motorcycling, four- 
wheeled type is fairly ignorantof the law, 
very sloppy in his driving habits, and 
cannot take simple directions. At the 
same timehe believes he is a good driver 
— just ask him, 

“OK”, yow say, if everything is all 





that bad, what can I do about it if I want 
to ride a motorcycle? I will concede that 
the automobile driver must have some 
good qualities, due to the fact that in ten 
years none of them. have run over me, 
even when I was obliged to give them the 
opportunity. The following philosophy has 
worked for me: 

Talk to old (and successful) motorcycle 
riders who have been riding for years. 


They can give you a lot of tips on now to 
conduct yourself on the road — things 
they just automatically do in the way of 
defensive driving without even having to 
think about it. 

Read all the articles on defensive 
driving and safety that you can get your 
hands on. Opinions from person to per- 
son may differ, but there is usually food 
for thought in all of these efforts. 

Learn everything you can about your 
machine, even little, relatively unim- 
portant things, and become as familiar 
as possible and practical with exactly 
what it will do and what it will not do. 

When you are on the road, keep as 
much distance as is possible and practi- 
cal between yourself and the nearest 
automobile, even if your grandmother is 
driving it, Maintain a sortof ‘Lonesome 
George’’ attitude on the freeways, 

Build good habits and break yourself 
of bad ones. Know why you should not sit 
at an intersection holding your clutch 
with the bike in gear,

One more thing I might add, When you 
are “out there”, you are a natural at- 
tention getter. Try not to operate in such 
a flashy manner as to attract even more 
attention because your efforts may be 
misunderstood by the nearest traffic 
officer with the result that you will spend 
less time on your bike and more time 
in traffic court, 

If you do receive a citation which you 
know to be unfair or unjust, make sure 
you know the law, and hire an attorney 
to present your case to a jury. You would 
be surprised how fairly you may be 
treated in a court of law. 

About riding the bike and your relative 
position as far as safety is concerned — 
After having the experience of riding, 
and only after having this experience, a 
fairly intelligent man with his own good 
common sense and logic, will realize 
that on a motorcycle, much more so than 
in an automobile, he alone creates his 
own safety, He has in his own hands the 
power to make himself very, very “safe” 
or he can put himself in danger.Ridinga 
motorcycle is not at all difficult, does 
not require any herculean effort or 
special skills, but it does require self 
control and some degree of good judge- 
ment, That is why the motorcycle rider 
is a proud man, 


There are “hard core’ motorcycle 
riders (people who ride every day and 
really **use'' the machine) who ride the 





smaller displacement type bikes. I hap- 
pen to prefer a BIG machine. If tħere is 
a reason for this, I think it is that I be- 
lieve I should be more or less compatible 
with auto traffic, and a big machine will 
do the job. I don’t believe that the really 
BIG machine has been offered for sale 
yet, at least not at the accepted '*big 
machine” price. 

Don’t believe all those stories you hear 
about the ‘fabulous’? machines which 
were manufactured years ago and no 
longer exist. Some of those bikes had a 
few built-in habits, inconveniences, and 
assorted bugs that you might not like to 
live with now. 

I do not believe that anyone ever bought 
a_motorcycle purely for the sake of ob- 
taining economical transportation, even 
if he did use that for an excuse, I have 
enjoyed a few pocketbook advantages by 
riding bikes, but that is not why I ride 
them. The motorcycle has something 
about it that will attract anyone who has 
an open mind and is the sort who does 
not allow himself to be unduly involved 
in the useless luxury sometimes offered 
to us in our society. 

The current fads, and some of our 
more conventional doings leave a think- 
ing man absolutely empty. Riding a mo- 
torcycle **ain't no big thing'", but itdoes 
give one a sense of satsifaction and a 
sense of genuine enjoyment whichis sad- 
ly lacking in so many endeavors, and isn't 
that what life is all about?

Six Texas lads who compete on the 
Southwest Motorcycle Racing Associa- 
tios road racing circuit compiled 
enough points to win their respective 
classes in the 1968AMA National Sports- 
man Point Standings. Texans captured 
six of the eight classes and held twenty 
of the thirty-five positions listed by AMA 
on the sportsman road racing scene, An 
outstanding rider Mike Cone, winner of 
the 250cc class had the highest season 
total with 125 points, and versatile Rusty 
Bradley was the overall leader with a 
combined class total of 129 points. 

“The Texas Flea” little Johnny Bry- 
ant of Fort Worth, riding on Allen Jack- 
son tuned Yamaha did enough winning to 
hold down the coveted number one posi- 
tion in the 100cc class, It is probably the 
most competitive class on the Southwest- 
ern Circuit. 

Another native Texan, Mike Kidd, 
small in size only, handily won the 200cc 
class on a factory Bultaco prepared by 
Curtis Terry’s Honda Motors of Fort 
Worth. The father and son team of Mike 
and Don have been racing for about six 
of Mike’s sixteen years, and he would 
have done much better but a midseason 
accident put him on the fence until just 
recently. 

Mike Cone and his dad, Harrya Yama- 
ha dealer, have teamed up for the best 
combination to ever campaign out of the 
small Texas city of Sherman. Mike, 
winner of the 250cc class, was also the 
man who carried home the big bucks 
from the 78-mile novice eventat Daytona 
this year and was the high point rider on 
the SMRA Circuit. 

And then there is Bennie Hardwick 
(who’s alive and well) from Dallas, who 
had accumulated enough points with his 
500 Suzuki in the stock production races 
to maintain his lead in the 500cc class 
even after a tragic accident cut his rac- 
ing season short. Bennie and his father, 
Vernon, a Suzuki and BSA dealer in 
Dallas, are both active in motorcycle 
racing in Texas. They have big plans for 
when Bennie fully recovers. 

Three riders are tied for firstplacein 
the 501 to 900cc class with each having 
20 points; Leroy Ferry, a San Antonio 
policeman who rides a works Harley, 
Jet Tharp who along with his dad runs a 
Yamaha dealership in Brownwood, and 
David Renfroe, a Triumph rider from 
Dallas, 

In the 901 to 1250cc class it is Rusty 
Bradley of Dallas. Rusty comes from the 
Triumph camp and rides a super-strong 
bikes that is groomed by the veteran 
wrench Jack Wilson of Big “D” Cycle 
Center in Dallas, Rusty also won the 
SMRA open class points standings.

Trailbikes now constitute the biggest 
class in racing. There are only a few 
trailbikes intended for real racing. This 
too is changing, drastically. When the 
internationals passed through here they 
were impressed by the show of little 
bikes. Being professionals they aren’t 
slow to get the message. 

Joel Robert is doing something about 
it now. First thing he got next to frame 
specialist Jim Lee in England, From 
Austria comes a tough little engine that 
gets a works ISDT treatment including 
Six speeds. Together they came up with 
a real racer in a 125cc size,

tion will be in the U.S,, but even in Eur- 
ope there is the beginning of a lucrative 
market for little bikes now. Joel has 
reserved the first 50 machines to take 
back to Belgium with him, With a price, 
in England, guessed at about $550.00 this 
will be the next Hot Set Up guaranteed, 
Wait and see, if it all comes off Joel will 
be riding one here next year on his tour.

Sonora, Others parked their motorcycles’ - 


in front of their motel rooms and patron- 
ized the local night spots but long after 
midnight the throaty roar of 74’s could 
be heard cruising the streets of Yuma, 

The official ceremonies of the run 
were all completed on Saturday in order 
to give the more culturally-minded tour 
members a chance to visit the old Terri- 
torial Prison and go through the museum, 

For several hours on Sunday morning, 
the prison parking lot was so packed with 
motorcycles that tourists driving auto- 
mobiles, had trouble finding a place to 
park and many left without seeing the 
crowded museum, Cyclists, however, 
made the most of it, buying post cards 
and descriptive histories of the prison 
and taking each others photographs 
throughout the grounds, Many old ac- 
quaintances were renewed and shouts 
Such as, **Hey you old so'n so, I haven't 


Seen you since Indio or was it Brawley” 
recalled past tours. 

The whole cause of the Tour, the 
prison, was only in operation for 34 
years, 1875-1909. It housed some of the 
Southwest's most unsavory desperados. 

Many inmates attempted escape but in 
the entire history of the institution only 
one, a man named Martinez, was suc- 
cessful. 

After the prison was closed in 1909, 
the Yuma High School was housed in the 
prison mess halland other out-buildings, 
and to this day the Yuma high school 
athletic teams are known as **The Crim- 
іпа15”, 

Sergeant Frasier of the Yuma Police

GARDENA, Cal. April 11— Topping off 
an even more exciting evening of AMA 
half-mile flattrack racing than the sea- 
son opener, Mert Lawwill tooled his 
Harley-Davidson to an impressive Main 
Event victory at Ascot Park last Fri- 
day night. 

After winning his heat race and turning 
back fast qualifier Shorty Seabourne 
(500cc BSA), Eddie Wirth (650сс BSA) 
and Dan Haaby (H-D) in the Trophy Dash, 
Mert made it a clean sweep by leading 
the 15-lap final wire-to-wire, stretching 
out a full straightaway advantage over 
Seabourne, last week’s winner Haaby, 
Lloyd Houchins (500cc BSA), Tim Harris 
(650сс BSA) and Wirth. 

Coasting across the line in 7th place 
with a dead engine came Sammy Tanner 
(500cc Royal Enfield), ahead of Jim 
Odom, aboard Mert’s spare Harley, and 
Reg Chosney (650cc BSA), Lawwill’s 
spectacular win took on even more sig- 
nificance considering that he was oper- 
ating with the handicap of a loose rear 
axle. (!) 

Most aggressive Main Event finisher 
was Tim Harris, who pushed the Ray 
Hensley 650cc BSA from next-to-last 
position all the way to 5th — in confident, 
heads-up fashion. 

There were several good two-man 
battles throughout the event, especially 
between Seabourne and Haaby, Tanner 
and Houchins, then Tanner and Harris. 
One of the most interesting new rider- 
tuner combinations of the year — that of 
Paul Conserriere and drag racer par 
excellence Millard (Dish) Disharoon — 
served notice of things to come, al- 
though the machine was sidelined by a 
sticky throttle near the half-way point, 

After running second to Lawwill in 
their heat, Paul got off to a flying start 
in the Main, leading briefly down the 
back straight on lap one, then having a 
little encounter with Seabourne that put 
him third — and almost into the wall. 
Undeterred, Conserriere fought back 
strongly until the throttle difficulties 
forced him out, But next Friday will 
Soon be here. 






New Look at ASCOT 


Another rider itching for Friday night 
to roll around again is Gene Romero, 
Although he was only in contention for 
3-1/2 laps of his heat race before a 
broken battery cable brought the Love 
Bros. 650cc Triumph powerhouse to an 
abrupt halt, Gene's tigerish tactics alone 
were worth’ the price of admission. Lead- 
ing from the start, Romero set a sizz- 
ling pace ahead of Seabourne and Wirth. 
Then Eddie passed Shorty and, when 
Gene dropped out, continued on for 
the win, 

An unsung hero deserving of mucho 
credit is tuner Dick Kelm. Fielding two 
bikes last year, Dick is twisting the 
wrenches on THREE (count *em) 500cc 
BSA singles this season — those of Sea- 
bourne, Houchins and Geezer Emick, 
One bike is too much for some tuners, 
but Kelm seems to thrive on all the work 
involved, and his machines are perform- 
ing admirably — especially when you 
consider the '*inch handicap" they're now 
up against. 

Although several of 1968's top runners 
have been conspicuous by their absence 
on the track this year, including high 
point man Mel Lacher, Daytona winner 
Cal Rayborn, Ralph White andAlGunter, 
the advent of 40-inchers appears to be 
luring some of the ace TT riders to the 
Ascot oval. Dallas Baker took a whackat 
it Friday night, Bill Manley has express- 
ed his intentions of competing, and crack 
tuner Danny Macias is preparing a Tri- 
umph for none other than superstar Skip 
Van Leeuwen. This coming Friday should 
also see the first appearance of a three- 
cylinder machine on the famed Gardena 
half-mile. John Carter is slated to ride 
the unique entry, a BSA which is now 
being readied by Jack Hateley. 


Castro Caps On Amateurs 


Runnerup to Dave Aldana's 40-inch 
BSA last week, 650cc Triumph-mounted 
Don Castro reversed the order of Ama- 
teur Main Event standings his second 
time out, Aldana shaded Castro’s quali- 
fying time by 1/100th of a second, and 
was a mite quicker in winning his heat 
race than Don was, but Castro snatched 
the lead at the start of the 10-lap final

his Yamaha while fighting Phil Hinkle 
(Suzuki) for the same spot this time out, 
Hinkle was half-a-straightaway behind 
Ellis at the checker, chased by John 
Lindberg (H-D), Dave Lenar (BSA) and 
Rick Talbot (H-D). 

Yet another racing Palmgren— Dennis, 
younger brother of Larry and Chuck — 
made his second Ascot appearance on a 
Yamaha and wound up 7th behind Bultaco 
rider Allen Kenyon. Class A speedway 
star John Hateley also made his Novice 
debut, aboard a Suzuki, He was looking 
good, too — relaxed and stylish — until 
the machine began to slow noticeably.

Have you ever wondered about the 
traditional motorcycle caps that mem- 
bers of the touring fraternity wear so 
proudly? It has been a source of curi- 
osity with us for several years, After 
considerable research on the subject, we 
hereby present our findings: some fact, 
some fiction and some just plain baloney. 

Since time immemorial, men have 
been identified by the type of headgear 
that they wear. Carvings on the walls of 
ancient Egyptian tombs show varying 
types of headpieces denoting the differ- 
ent ranks of princes, captains and work- 
men, The pre-Columbian archeogical 
excavations in Mexico have revealed 
feathered and jewelled headdress for 
different occupations such as priests, 
dancers and healers, 

Then as we progress into more mod- 
ern history we see the distinctive hel- 
mets of the Viking explorers, In our own 
American Indian culture, the tribal chief 
as well as the medicine man were easily 
identified by their fancy feathered head- 
dress, The frontiersman by his ‘coonskin 
cap, the cowboy by the broad brimmed 
Stetson, Railroad engineers, chefs, mar- 
iners, soldiers, nurses, miners, 

There is little, if any, written regard- 
ing our own distinctive motorcycle cap, 
so we have had to pick the brains of old- 
time two wheelers. We have interviewed 
veteran motorcyclists who were riding 
in the late ‘20s and through the ‘thirties,

The ‘Harley-Davidson’? cap as they 
knew it was in use by nearly all motor- 
cyclists at that time. It is fair to as- 
sume that it may have evolved from the 
short peaked dress caps that men and 
boys sported in the early 1920s or per- 
haps from the caps of the merchant 
marine sailors, 

Personally, we prefer the theory of 
the seagoing cap, as the resemblance is 
still remarkable, Notice the gold or black 
cable cord, which had been in disuse as 
a chin strap on the seaman’s cap, was 
put back into service by the cyclist when 
riding at high speed, and pulled up over 
the crown while not engaged in actual 
riding. The short visor generally caught 
the wind on its top and had the effect of 
holding the cap down on the head (but 
look out if you looked up and took a gust 
under the visor), 

AMA used to send a new membership 
pin each time that you paid your dues 
and because it was the handiest place, 
you pinned it on your cap. By thetime a 
rider collected 10 years of pins, his cap 
was a pretty crusty thing to behold and, 
although begrimed with a mixture of 
pomade and road dust, it was anemblem 
of freedom and the badge of a motor- 
cyclist, to be worn with pride by mem- 
bers of the fraternity. 

Things went along without much change 
until the post war years when Mr, Honda 
and his constituents began getting more 
and more people on two wheels. Con- 
cerned citizens, manufacturers and deal- 
ers became safety conscious and the 
hard-shell safety helmet came into com- 
mon use by smart riders, The principal 
distributor, Harley-Davidson Co, re- 
moved the soft caps from their accessory 
catalog and stopped handling them in 
their dealers’, in the interest of safety 
and rider education. 

With the caps unavailable, the demand 
soon became acute. Harley caps had be- 
come the traditional symbol of Road 
Riders, Instead of the yearly AMA pins, 
the caps were covered with the identifi- 
cation badges from various runs, tours 
and rallies, religious medals and the 
marque of their motorcycle. The chin

but is now stretched across the top of 
the crown instead of above the visor. 
The empty space there is now decorated 
by a piece of chain or a stretch band 
from a wrist watch. 

These caps are never seen on the 
roads or highways anymore as the road 
riders have learned to rely on the secur- 
ity of a Snell or Z-90 approved ‘‘hard 
hat,’’ -Once the riders arrive at the tour 
destination and start socializing, the 
helmets are stowed away and the soft 
leather (or cloth) motorcycle hats break 
out like flowers on a spring morning. 
They are worn like the Legioneers at 
convention wear their campaign caps. 

Riding pants, boots and leather jackets 
are not distinctive enough, it takes the 
cap to complete the picture. The caps 
are not worn by men alone but the wives 
as well and we might add that they look 
very chic on the women, 





An old touring hand can read the cap of 
another tour rider like a book and know 
all about a man in just a few seconds, 
Even an inexperienced road rider can 
spot obvious badges and with a little 
practice tell if a rider has been to 
* Death Valley" and how many times, 
whether he made the “Ensenada Tour” 
and whether he has been on any AMA 
“Tour Award” runs, To really get a 
complete reading you need to see his 
jacket too, as he will have the heavier 
and larger badges pinned to it. But the 
distinctive pins will be on the cap.
